Os  Nov.  ??,  1963,  I we#  on  a day  off  end  we#  at  bowe  doing  erne  work 
In  my  beek  yard.  I went  In  the  hen##  sometime  around  1»00  PM  and  turned 
tfce  radio  on  and  heard  that  the  Pro  aidant  had  boon  ebot.  T triad  to  call 
the  office,  and  the  River aid#  exchange  mam  be ay.  X finally  got  the  office 
and  talkad  to  Lt.  Baker,  and  he  told  me  to  report  for  work  at  the  office. 

I arrived  at  the  office  approximately  3«00  PM. 

When  X got  to  the  office,  my  partner#,  1.  v.  Sine  and  E.  L.  Boyd,  wore 
in  Capt.  Frit*'#  office  with  Oaeald.  At  epproximataly  3i30  PK  I took  an 
affidavit  from  bee  E.  Bowers,  10906  Maplagrova. 

At  IttO?  PM,  November  ??,  1963,  I assisted  fine  and  Boyd  in  taking 
Oswald  down  for  a show  up.  Wa  handled  the  line  up  from  backstage  behind 
the  lighta.  The  line  up  consisted  ef  MU  Perry  A,  lee  Oeeeld  ft,  R.  L. 
Mark  #3,  and  Don  Ablaa  A.  This  sheet  up  wss  over  et  Lt?0  PM,  snd  Oowsld 
was  returned  to  Capt.  Frits'#  office,  where  ha  was  questioned  by  Cspt. 

Brits  snd  P.  P.  T.  snd  Secret  Service  agents. 

At  6i20  W,  Reveler  ??,  1963,  Pima,  Boyd,  snd  I esrrled  Oswald  down 
for  another  show  up.  This  Show  up  consisted  of  the  erne  people  ss  the 
first.  Bill  Perry  A,  bee  Osweld  A,  R.  U Msrk  #3,  snd  Don  Able#  Mi. 

VMa  show  up  was  over  at  6t37  PM,  and  Oswald  wse  taken  baok  to  Cspt.  Frits's 
effiee,  whore  ho  was  questioned  by  Cspt.  Frits  and  F.  B.  X.  and  Secret 
Service  agents. 
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At  7tOJ  W,  November  32,  1963,  Capt.  frit*  aimed  murder  emplalnt  Kith 
Mil  Alexander,  Assistant  Metrlet  Attorney,  far  the  murder  of  Of  floor  J,  E. 
Tlrpit,  Judse  David  Johnson  «»a  there  and  road  the  charge  to  Oswald. 

At  7ifc0  W,  tevmber  22,  1963,  Mat,  Boyd,  and  1 took  Oswald  dean  for 
another  dhow  on.  This  e'-ow  op  consisted  of  Richard  Walter  Borohfardt  #1, 
loo  Omald  #?,  Fills  Carl  Rraawall  #3,  and  Bon  Abies  lb.  THa  avow  op  aaa 
oror  at  7t^  TP,  and  Oewald  aaa  taken  back  to  Capt.  Frits' a office.  Just 
before  this  show  op,  F.  B.  I.  Agent  Clemente,  aaa  talkies  to  Oswald.  Clenante 
ms  settinf  Oswald's  physical  doserlptlon,  and  vbara  ha  had  lirod  and  aorkod 
before  eemlmp  to  T alias.  Clements  also  checked  and  listed  the  eontente  of 
Oswald' s billfold.  Clements' e lnterro ration  aaa  dl acontlnuad  until  we  had 
the  show  up.  Agent  Clements  continued  after  ae  had  brought  Caw aid  tack. 
Clements  talked  to  him  about  30  minutes  more. 

At  W,  Cot.  Micks  and  Oat.  Rtudebaker  of  Crista  lab  earn  to  Capt. 
Frits' a of flee  to  make  paraffin  easts  of  Qaaald. 

At  approximately  111 30  FW,  Sermber  22,  1963,  Sin*  and  Boyd  arota  out 
arrest  sheets  on  Oswald,  and  a Short  tins  later  Chelf  Curry  and  Capt.  Frits 
earn  in  and  told  us  to  take  Oewald  to  FhssTfp  Rom  out  in  the  front.  Chelf 
Curry  said  for  us  not  to  let  anyone  set  near  Mm  or  tench  him,  and  if  they 
attempted  to,  for  us  to  taka  him  out  'nmedlately.  Capt.  Frits  told  us  he 
wanted  all  of  his  mu  to  ?o  with  Oswald  at  thia  tins.  After  a short  tins, 
as  took  Oswald  down  to  the  Shea  Rom.  The  room  was  full  of  newsmen  and 
m kept  him  there  At  out  fire  minutes,  and  than  ae  took  Oswald  to  the  Jail 
Of floe,  and  ha  was  placed  in  loll.
